Tangled 
Blue performs throughout the U.S. at churches, coffee shops, colleges, 
youth gatherings and festivals. What is Secon d Wind? The mission of 
Second Wind Fund of Metro Denver (SWFMD) is to decrease the inci- 
dence of teen suicide by removing financial and social barriers to treat- 
ment for at-risk youth. Second Wind Fund is one of the largest mental 
health providers in Colorado for youth, sustained through gifts from the 
community. We have helped over 1,600 youth across six counties, and 
we continue to receive an average of 3 requests each day to provide free 
talk therapy for uninsured/underinsured youth at-risk for suicide. Over 90 
licensed providers across Denver continue to help these youth, in their 
greatest time of need, at a significantly reduced rate.
